It would necessitate further improvements on route 99 be­ 
tween the junction with 111 and Indio, for which the state 
already has the right-of-way. The cost of this improvement 
would he partially offset by" eliminating the Palm Springs by­ 
pass; and that stretch along 99 has to he improved eventually 
anyway. 


If the highway officials adopted this plan they could bend 
every effort to obtain an appropriation for the work on 99. 
Such a move would be a boon to this entire area and all 
groups could join forces to help bring it about as soon as 
possible. 


Trucks serving the area along Highway 111 would, of course, 
have to be permitted to use this route — and there would be 
other contingent problems. But the plan is workable and — as 
far as we can see — the best answer to this serious interference 
with the progress and prosperity of this entire desert resort. 


W e believe it should he given prompt consideration and the 
whole-hearted support of every business, residential and prop­ 
erty owner group in this section of the country. 


For years we have been stumbling along making no pro­ 
gress toward elimination of this disturbing menace.

Tax for Counties, Cities 


Riverside county’s two re p ­ 
resentatives in the state legis­ 
lature said last week they each 
have an “open mind" on a state 
hill for an additional one-cent 
state sales lax whose revenues 
would be divided am ong cities 
and counties.
